Judgement Keversed.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Th» United SlaUfl 


Supreme Court to-day reversed the judge 
ment of the Supreme Court of Montana in 
the care of Andrew J. Davis, appellant, vs. 
Wiehbold, and ordered the case remanded 
for a new trial. The question involved in 
the suit has long been in dispute, and 
there bnve been various, and in some 
instances, divers opinions on it in the ex- 
ecutive departments. The Court, in the 
opinion written by Justice Field, says: 
•'The important question is whether in 
the absence of knowledge that thnra were 
any valuable mineral lands within th& town 
site the defendant can be deprived of the 
premises purchased ani occupied by Lim 
because of a subsequent dinoovery of min- 
erals in them and the issue of the paten' 
to the discoverer. After much considera- 
tion we have come to tbe conclusion that 
this question must be answered in tbe 
negative. Tbe object of tbe town site act 
was to afford relief to inhabitants of cities 
and towns upon public lands by giving a 
valid title thereto, and such protection an 
many towns with buildings of great value 
have grown up. It would in many instan- 
ces be a great impediment to the progress 
of such towns if titles to those occupied bj 
their inhabitants were subject to be over- 
thrown by a subsequent discovery of min- 
eral deposits under their surface. We do 
not think any such results were contem 
plated by the act, or that any construction 
should be given to it as would lead to aucb 
results.

AN OLD TIME INDIAN TERROR. 


An Aged Indian Who for Ten Year* Ter- 
rorized the Settlers of Arizona. 


They were talking about Indian out- 


breaks -when one of the party, who had 
been for many years a resident of Ari- 
zona territory, remarked: 
I tell yon, gentlemen, that this Indian 


business is pretty serious. Why, down 
in Arizona we lived for fifteen years in a 
state of terror on account of a maraud- 
ing band of Apaches that had things 
pretty much their own way all this time, 
in spite of all the government troops 
could do to keep them in check. 
I call to anind particularly Old Vic- 


torio. There was a warrior for you. He 
commanded a band of some 200 bucks. 
They were the Chiracahna Apaches, and 
the murders, robberies and depredations 
committed by that band during those 
ten years in which they were on the 
warpath are almost incredible. 


Old Victorio was nearly 00 years of 


age when the troubles began. He ruled 
those redskins with a rod of iron in 
spite of his years. And he was para- 
lyzed, too, completely paralyzed. He 
was only able to use his left arm a little, 
just enough to lift a cigarette to bis 
mouth. 


He was constantly in the saddle, and 


had to be strapped on like a bale of 
goods. His band had the finest ponies 
"to be found anywhere. 
They would 


sometimes appear at one place, and in 
less than twenty-four hours you would 
hear of them somo place 100 miles dis- 
tant. All throughout southern Arizona 
and northern Mexico old Victorio con- 
tinued his raids until the settlers finally 
gave up in despair. The government 
troops appeared to be utterly powerless 
in the matter. 


Why, that band of redskins would 


sometimes plunder a wagon train right 
under the noses of the troopers, and by 
the time the latter were mounted and 
ready to start in pursuit they would be 
out of sight. The next day, perhaps, the 
wires would tell of some fresh depreda- 
tion committed by the same band in a 
section of the country over 100 miles 
away. 


This old war 
dog, however, was 


finally rounded up and shot. He died in 
the saddle, fighting to the last, and Ins 
band, what was left of it, dispersed. Of 
course the settlers heard of it and were 
delighted. Dismay followed, however, 
when Cochise took the field. This In- 
dian ran things pretty much the same 
way for five years, and then came old 
Geronimo.—New York Herald.
